ly repudiated Lord Lansdowne’s let- 
ter, describing it as a “‘disaster.”’ 

The Chancellor further declared 
that the views expressed by Lans- 
downe Were not the views of any of 
his colleagues either in the Cabinet 
or out of it. A strongly-worded reso- 
lution condemning the publication of 
the letter was adopted at the meet- 
ing, and cabled to Paris to the inter- 
Allied conference, Chancellor Bo- 
nor Law, in his address pointed out 
that Lansdowne had no official posi- 
tion in the party whatever, and 
that he spoke entirely fer himself. 
This pronouncement was received by 
the meeting with the greatest ap- 
proval and constituted an official 
and definite “repudiation of the mis- 
ehievous trend of the letter.”

EW GERMAN | ARTILLERY

Allies' Positions in Cambrai District 
Strengthened and Counter-attacks 
of the Enemy are Repulsed.

TERS IN FRANCE, Noy. 30.— 

The Germans this- morning 
T™made an attack on the British lines 
about Gonnelieu, which is just south 
of the area included in last week's 
British offensive. 

There was little infantry Mghting 
Guring the night but the enemy ar- 
tillery was very active, especially 
against Gretacourt, Wood 
and Marcoing. “ 

A successful minor was 
carried out by the British yesterday 
between Bourlon Wood and 
Moeuvres by which they advanced 
their line a few hundred yards and 
secured a section of the ridge. The 
attack was met by an exceedingly 
heavy barrage from the German 
@uns and an intense machine gun 
fire from the direction of Bourion 
village.

“PATHER OF NAVY” 


CALLED BY DEATH. 


WILLIAM EATON 


FORMER CABINET MEM- 
BER, DIES, 


CONCORD (N._H.) Nov. 


Eaton Chandler, who, as 
Secretary of the Navy in President 
Arthur's Cabinet, was largely re- 
sponsible for the beginning of the 
modern United ote wg Navy, died at 
his home here to 


While in last 


March 
Mr. Chandler was stricken with fl- 
ness. He was able to return to New 
Hampshire later and spent the sum- 
mer at his country estate in Water- 
loo, This fall he came to his home 
here, where his health steadily 


In a lifetime of endless political 


actiwity and almost continucus con- 
troversy, the one title freely accord- 
ed by men of all parties to William 
Baton Chandler was that of “Fa- 
ther of the New United States Navy." 
As Secretary of the Navy under 
President Arthur, Mr. Chandler, on 
June 11, 1883, appreved the plan 
for the reorganization of the navy, 
which resulted in the development 
of the present fighting feet. In «a 
speech in the Senate on January 26, 
1915, Senator Tillman of South Caro- 
lina, referring to the reading into 
the record of a letter from Mr. 
Chandler regarding the naval bill 
then pending, said: 


“Senator Chandler has had a 


varied experience in naval affairs. 
He was Secretary of the Navy under 
President Arthur, aid really began 
the construction of the new navy. 
He was on the Naval Committee 
when I first came to Washington in 
1896, and was at that time one of 
the ablest men in the Senate. Al- 
though he has recently entered his 
elghtieth year, his mind is still alert 
and vigorous. While he ts a Re- 
ublican and I am a Democrat, we 
ave always been warm personal 
friends. Necessarily he is better 
posted on naval affairs than almost 
any man in not 
ao even the Navy Department 

we 


This praise from s0 prominent « 


Democrat was peculiarly significant, 
inasmuch as the Democrats were 
very slow t@ forgive Mr. Chandler 
for the part he played as a member 
of the Electoral Convention in plac- 
ing Rutherford B. Hayes in the 
White House. Democratic revenge 
was wreaked when the Benate, in 
1881, refused to confirm President 
Garfiel4’s appointment of Mr. Chand- 
ler as Solicitor-General 


Born at Concord, N. H., December 


28, 1835, Mr. Chandler was edu- 
cated at academies in New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont and was gradu- 
ated from the Harvard law school 
at the age of 19. One of hls class- 
Mates at the law school was Joseph 
H. Choate. He entered politics at 
once, served three terms in the New 
Hampshire House of Representatives 
and was elected Speaker of the 
House when but 27 years olf. His 
first entrance into national political 
affairs was as one of the founders 
of the Republican party and a sup- 
ported of Abraham Lincoln. Presi- 
dent Lincoln appotnted him Solicitor 
and Judge Advocaté-General of the 
Navy In 1865, and three months later 
he became First Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury 


While Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 


Chandler organized the expedition 
which, under the command of Capt. 
Winfield 8. Schley, went to the re- 
lief of the Greely Arctic exploration 
party. 


Fourteen years of service in the 


United States Senate ended when 
Mr. Chandler was defeated for re- 
nomination in 1901 by Henry E. 
Burnham. His radical views on rail- 
road ‘iegisiation, which brought him 
-n opposition to Republican party 
leaders, were responsible for this de- 
feat. During the remainder of his 
life Mr. Chandler made many at- 
tacks on what he considered the un- 
due influence exerted by railroads in 
New England politics. His last Fed- 
eral position was that of President 
of the Spanish War Claims Commis- 
sion, to which he was named by 
President McKinley in 1901 and re- 
appointed by President Roosevelt. 


Mr. Chandler's legal talent was 


displayed when, as chief counsel, he 
carried through Many stages in State 
and Federal courts the suite in which 
it was sought to break the will of 
Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, founder 
of the Christian Science church.

aim for centralization. The fact 
that persons have to wait in line 
for a considerable time is indeed un- 
fortunate. Our office has been 
open, waiting and ready to receive 
taxes since October, but it is an in- 
born instinct of the American peo- 
ple to procrastinate on taxpaying un- 
til the last minute. 

“Taxpayers do not have te come 
here to pay their money. They may 
mall it in and avoid the crowds. In 
fact fully 70 percent. of the money 
received is sent through the mail." 

FORM LABYRINTH. 

The long. surging, ever-twitching 
lines of taxpayers stretched through 
the corridors of the ground floor of 
the Hall of Records all day yester- 
Gay, giving the appearance of ten- 
tacles of a huge octopus. These 
tentacles radiated from the office of 
the Tax Coll&ctor, wound around 
the room, and elght separate lines 
extended to tha elevators on one 
side, and out to Broadway and far 
Gown the street on the other side. 
The lines cut off all possible chance 
for regular entrance and exit to tha 
Hall of Records and formed a per- 
fect labyrinth for those who were in 
and tried to get out. 

Many old wemen and aged men 
stood for hours in the never end- 
ing line, and scores told how the 
increase of 7 cents on the city tax 


TOTAL of $4,800,000 of the 

$10,000,000 due on the first in- 

staliment of the city and coun- 
ty taxes had been paid in up to & 
o'clock last evening, leaving a bal- 
ance of $5,200,000 to be paid before 
6 o'clock Monday evening, accord- 
ing to the announcement made last 
night by County Tax Collector W. 0. 
Welch. This ie the first time taxes 
have been collected by the consoli- 
Gated office and the rush is un- 
precedented. 

More than 2500 persons surged 
through the Tax Collector's office 
yesterday to pay $400,000 into the 
eight windows where sixteen cash- 
jars recetved the money. Tax Col- 
lector Welch Jumped into the breach 
and rigged up a temporary table to 
help handle the small army that 
ewarmed the torrid room from early 
in the morning until long after clos- 


ing hour. 

Tax Collector Welch last evening 
branded as “absolutely false’ the 
statements roade yesterday before 
the City Council by City Treasurer 
Powell and Counciiman Mallard that 
the County Tax Collector is mak- 
ing “unnecessary delays in turning 
ever to the city, taxes collected by

the county.” Treasurer Powell as- 


serted that the result of this delay 
would force the city to borrow 
$1,000,000 from the banks to meet 
current expenses of the municipality 
and liquidate bonds and interest. He 
charged that there ia $1,000,000 in 
the County Collector's office that 
should be in the bank to the city’s 
credit. 

Counctinan Mallard asserted that 
one of the reasons for the delay is 
that the County Tax, Collector's of- 
fice allows checks to femain tn thetr 
gate for days ahd sometimes weeks 
without turning therm into the banks. 
He severely criticised the alleged lax 
methods of the County Tax Collec- 
tors office. The City Council, it was 
paid, would investigate the charges. 

CHARGES UNTRUE? 

“Both Treasurer Powell and Coun- 
Cliiman Mallard know that those 
Statements are untrue.” said Tax 
Collector Welch last night. “We 
make & monthly settlement with the 
county, and turn our money over to 
the county once a month, but the 
city demands a dally settlement. We 
have made that settlement each day 
with unfailing regularity, with one 
exception. That exception came last 
Tuesday when we couldn't strike a 
balance 'n our accounts, and that 
balance Was not made until 5 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. We cannot 
make a settiemeni until we strike a 
balance.

The 
public should be protected against this sort 
of editorial adulteration and pretense. 

REWARD OF THE FAITHFUL. 

The skeptic sometimes is heard to re- 
mark that he would give the world to pos- 
sess the simple faith of a child, or of his 
old Christian mother. As a rule the sin- 
cerity of such an assertion may well be 
doubted. It is true that some persons are 
naterally more devotional than others, but 
faith, the most glorious attribute of the in- 
tellect, can be cultivated like any other 
quality of the mind, by the exercise of the 
will. Perhaps the most contented people 
on earth are those who believe in the 
goodness of God and never question His 
Ways; but whether these are the wisest 
people is a question.

Stoddard Jess 


“Bank Offigial to 
Settle Harbor Trouble. 


Japanese Testify of Prices 
Paid for Fish. 


Emphasizes the 
Need for Loyalty. 


Stoddard Jess, president of the 
First National Bank of this city, de- 
Voted the whole day yesterday in an 
effort to learn how much a Japa- 
mese fisherman can earn catching 


| gardines for canneries and found the 


problem a perplexing one. Mr. Jess 
began hie investigation of the cost 
of catching sardines as « prelim- 
inary step toward fixing the maxi- 
Mum price that cannery owners will 
be. permitted by the Hoover food 
a@ministration to pay for the raw 
product. 

The tnvestigation began with «& 
hearing at the branch City Hall at 
Gan Pedro and was attended by rep- 
Pesentatives of all the canneries, the 
Japanese ané Italian fishermen’'s as- 
soctations and Ujiro Oyama, Japa- 
mese Vice-Consul of Los Angeles. Mr. 
Oyama, made a statement to the 
Japanese fishermen telling them that 
‘They should have confidence in Mr. 
Jess because of his high personal 
standing. Hetold them that as he rep- 
resented the government they should 
abide by the price he sets. The fish- 
ermen have been on a strike because 
the canners refuse to pay $18 per 
ton far fish. 

CAN'T FORCE FISHING. 

“We cannot force the fishermen to 
fish.” aaid Mr. Jess in stating the ob- 
ject of the meeting, “but any fish- 
erman who obstructs the production 
©f food does so in defiance of the 
law and will be dealt with severely. 
We are at war and we must recos- 
nize war conditions. This is not 
tite for capital to expect great 
promt. It is no time for labor to be 
ezacting. I am not here to recog- 
Hite any differences that may have 
emisted between the canners and the 
Gehermen. I am here to discover 
facts pertaining to the sardine in- 
G@ustry and deal justiy with both the 
Canners and the fishermen.” 

There was little conflict in the 
testimony of the fishermen. Most 
of them testified that at the price 

for sardines last year they had 

m able to make an average of 
$180 per month. This was compli- 
cated by the testimony of canners, 
Who stated that in addition to the 
amg paid for fish they had given 
house rent, water, light and, in 
geome cases, cash bonus to the fish- 


ermen. 
TO FIX MARGIN. 

As the government has indicated 
that it will fx a a margin of profit 
te the canneries based on a fixed 
price per case the canneries testi- 
fied that they were not directly in- 
terested im the price paid for fish 
in eo far as it might affect 
he retail price. Frank Van Camp, 
president of the Southern California 
Cannera Association, said that un- 
lees the price was fixed iow enough 
for the retailer to sell sardines at 10 
cents per can the consumption would 
be greatly affected. This, he said, 
should mot be over $3.25 per case. 

last year the canneries paid as 
high as $18 per ton for fish that was 
eanned, but aa the catches were 
“nueh more than could be used by 
the canneries the surplus sold for 
$18 per ton to the fertilizer pa. 
Tony Beposito, president of the 
Ttalian Fishermen's Association, tes- 
tified that he sold more fish to the 
fertilizer plants than he did to the 
canneries. As most of the canneries 
mow operate their own fish meal

Registrant to Answer. 


Expect Second Call to ‘Arms 
Early in January. 


As their part in an inventory of 
the young manhood of a nation 
that is without parallel in the hie- 
tory of the world, city and county 
exemption boards of Southern Cali- 
‘fornia made preparations yesterday 


16th inet., @ sixteen-page ques- 
tionnaire to each of the 43,000 men 
who are registered for army 
ice in the Southland. 

Each man must fill out his six- 
teen pages of information and re- 
turn the document to his exemption 
board within seven days. Failure 
to make return within the time 
limit will mean forfeiture of all 


rights, such as claims for exemp- 
> or requests for extension of 
time. 

The questionnaires needed in the 
Los Angeles district have nearly 
all been received. Each board has 
at least a few copies, and liocal 
board No. 16 received 5000 copies 
yest . The registered men are 
divided into five classes by the 
questionnaire. Class No. 1 = in- 
cludes all single men without de- 
pendents who can pass the phys- 
ical examination. It is presumed 
that about $000 young men in Los 
Angeles come under this heading. 


AS CLASSIFIED. 


Class No. 2 includes married men 
with children or the father of 
motheriess children who are not 
mainly dependent on-him for sup- 
port, as well as married men whose 
wives are not mainly dependent on 
them for support, and skilled agri- 
cultural and industrial workers; 
class No. 3, with dependent children 
not his own, but twoard whom he 
stands in relation of parent, men 
with dependent, aged and infirm 
parents, or helpless brothers or sis- 
ters, or men who are absolutely 
needed in carryi forward the 
work of the country; class No. 4, 
men whose wives and children are 
mainly dependent on them for sup- 
port, mariners and others; class No. 
6, legislative, executive and judicial 
officers, ministers, students of di- 
vinity, aliens, and the morally and 
physically unfit.
